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WISE SAVING FOR 


CTOBER 31st is becoming known through- 
out the world as “World Thrift Day.” 
It is a day, we are told, on which public 
attention is drawn to the importance of 
wise saving to the individual and the community. 
The hope was expressed through the columns of 
the daily newspapers that the reminder of the im- 
portance of thrift would lead to an increase in the 
number of associations and thrift organisations 
dealing with our savings. Believing, as we do, 
that thrift is a social virtue, we raise the question 
whether wise saving, or unwise spending are com- 
monly understood to-day in terms of the economic 
life of this country. It is undeniable that the 
theory exists, and has been submitted as a form of 
public appeal, that saving is a dull sort of virtue, 
and that in spending lies the secret of good trade 
and prosperity. 

We can readily believe that the question whether 
thrift was a social virtue would never have been in 
dispute but for the post-War industrial depression 
which raised a crop of facile economic theories. 
“ Thrift,” we read in an appeal from the Post- 
master-General and others, ‘‘does not imply a 
cutting-down of wise expenditure nor saving merely 
for saving’s sake. It means saving wisely with a 
view to making wiser spending possible. Those 
who save systematically will find that the money 
so saved will sooner or later come in for something 
much more valuable than if it had been spent 
week by week. They will be increasing their own 
prospects of happiness and will be doing their country 
as well as themselves a real service.” 

There will be few, we imagine, who will dispute 
the general meaning implied in this officia! ¢xplana- 
tion of thrift, but almost everyone will attach 
personal and different interpretations of the meaning 
of wise expenditure and saving merely for saving’s 
sake. Similarly, few will dispute the moral aspect 
of saving in its relation to self-respect, responsibility 
and happiness, but they may question the relation- 
ship of their savings to the capital requirements of 
trade and industry. In questioning the ethics of 
the capitalist system they try to attach a localised 
application to their conception of thrift, as opposed 
to its potential value. Alternatively, those who 
have something to sell maintain that they would 
rather have our savings, even week by week, to 
purchase their goods—the direct method, they say, 
of helping industry. 

It is all rather a curious but fascinating muddle, 
not without its humorous side. We are not all 
capable of tracking down the ramifications of 
spending in relation to unemployment, though we 
all have our suspicions that it must be an unhealthy 
doctrine, and an unhealthy industrial state that 
bids us spend merely for spending’s sake. It is, in 
effect, merely another way of providing work, 
differing only in principle from the provision of 
money for unemployed relief. Having all got very 
different ideas about what is wasteful, and very 
decided opinions upon the difference between 
luxuries and necessities, we are not very much 
wiser about a true definition of thrift—at least a 
definition we could defend or prove by an indisput- 
able economic theory. We have not much to guide 
us but our own desires, and in the end it is probable 
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WISER SPENDING 


that wise expenditure means that it is the quality 
of spending that matters. And even if we have 
nothing much to guide us but our own instincts and 
desires, we can still maintain stoutly that we neither 
believe in spending merely for spending’s sake, nor 
in saving merely for saving’s sake. 

It is good to know from the voice of authority 
that thrift means the state of thriving—* that is, of 
prosperity, increase of wealth and happiness. It 
has come to be applied particularly to saving 
money, because everyone has seen that this is one 
way to prosperity.’ This pronouncement has its 
significance in these days of heavy taxation and high 
death duties, when the savings of the small in- 
vestor begin to assume a more important place 
than ever before, not only in terms of national 
economy, but in the whole social fabric of the 
country. It is a healthy state in which individuals 
carry a personal sense of responsibility ; it makes 
for true citizenship, dignity, wisdom and happiness. 

With these convictions in our minds regarding 
the national conception of thrift and happiness, we 
offer no apology for associating our conception of 
thrift with the private ownership of houses. To our 
thinking, this social movement is one of the most 
promising and healthy developments of our national 
life. And, indeed, it is one of our greatest hopes 
for the future. Thrift, we maintain, has its clear 
and direct meaning, in terms of increased wealth 
and happiness, in private ownership of houses. 
If there is any understandable objective meaning 
to wise saving, surely it is to be seen in the healthy 
and wise desire to own a house !—one of the first 
necessities and manifestations of mankind. We 
have little sympathy with the philosophy that 
regarded houses as a luxury—something that was 
only spoken of as a necessity when it had to be 
paid for by State funds. The whole principle was 
opposed to any healthy conception of the ideal 
State, in which sturdy independence is coupled with 
responsibility, which in turn beget true citizenship 
and happiness. 

We could have wished that the public manifesto 
upon thrift, had given a definition that extended 
beyond the mere saving of money and indicated that 
wise expenditure embraced the ownership of a 
home. Evidently it has become a part of popular 
fiction to-day to regard the Englishman’s home as 
his prison, or to see in the nomadic life the ideal 
home that moves on wheels. It is certain that 
no love of country, or stability in citizenship, can 
come from a people that has no pride or sense of 
ownership in its cottages and gardens. 

We are glad, therefore, to read that of the two 
million houses built since the War ended, over 
1,300,000 have been erected by private enterprise, 
in the main for owner occupiers. There still remains 
the unsatisfied demand from working-class families 
for houses either to let at a moderate rental or for 
purchase at a figure within their means. 

We, who are concerned with the art of building, 
believe that wise saving for wiser spending has its 
direct meaning in the desire to own a home. Those 
who have saved for that purpose ‘ will be increasing 
their own prospects of happiness and will be doing 
their country as well as themselves a real service.”’

THERE are few indications 
London Slum at present that the slum 
Clearance clearance campaign in 
and Town nl ill b hol cunt 
Planning. London will be carried ou 
with due regard to town 
planning. The two Committees for 
housing, one of which has Mr. H. R. 
Selley for chairman, and the other Lord 
Haddo, are entirely separate, and up 
to the present no joint committee to 
consider the relations between relieving 
London’s congested areas and planning 
London has been formed. In view of 
the situation, it is of particular interest 
to remember that the Committee over 
which Mr. Neville Chamberlain pre- 
sided in 1920 particularly urged the 
necessity for a joint plan. In the 
Interim Report it is stated that the 
first essential in considering the recon- 
struction of London is that it should be 
studied and planned for as a whole. 
A plan should now be prepared which 
should broadly assign to the various 
districts in and about London their 
respective functions in the future, so 
that every reconstruction scheme may 
conform to such a plan in its main 
details. This would at once provide 
the key to the problem whether the 
displaced population should be re- 
housed upon the site or elsewhere. 
Such a plan would harmonise all future 
operations and correlate housing, in- 
dustry and transport to their mutual 
advantage. 


THE Royal Academy 

The Royal Winter Exhibition of 1934, 
—! which opens this week

Exhibition. (Private view on Friday, 
January 5), promises to be 

of exceptional interest and attraction. 
It will offer a comprehensive view of 
British art from the tenth to the nine- 
teenth century, and include painting in 
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oil and water colour, drawings, sculp- 
ture, tapestries, furniture and silver— 
from carefully selected examples. Our 
fine national achievement in portrait 
art and landscape will not be over- 
looked, and Hogarth, Reynolds, Gains- 
borough, Wilson, Constable and Turner 
will be well represented, as well as our 
special and distinctive art of water 
colour. His Majesty the King, as 
Patron, is lending freely from the Royal 
Collections, and other lenders include 
the Metropolitan Museum of New York. 
Special interest attaches to the recent 
statement by Mr. W. R. M. Lamb, 
Secretary of the Royal Academy of 
Arts, in The Times, that the generous 
bequest of the late Mrs. Abbey of no 
less than £95,000 to the Royal Academy 
will be used to provide a fund to be 
applied by our Royal Academy in 
giving commissions for mural paintings. 
Her late husband was above all else a 
brilliant decorative artist, as those 
know who have seen his fine creations 
in the Boston Library; and, like his 
contemporary, Lord Leighton, he took 
the keenest interest in reviving this 
great side of art. It may not be too 
much to hope that in next winter’s 
R.A. Exhibition we shall find some 
mural designs worthy of the tradition 
bequeathed to us by both these masters 
of figure art and mural design. 


AFTER nearly 900 years 

Restoration Selby Abbey, in York- 
of shire, will shortly be com- 
Selby Abbey. pleted. It was founded 
by William the Conqueror 

in 1069, but the two Western Towers, 
which form part of the original plans, 
are only now being built, and are 
not likely to be finished until 1935. 
Completion has been made possible 
by modern developments’ which, 
through underpinning, permit the 
foundations of the two towers to 
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PIGEON HOUSE FARM, BIBURY.

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be made secure, a difficulty which 
prevented the more than partial con- 
struction of the towers in earlier days. 
Selby Abbey, to-day, consists of a 
double-aisled Norman nave and de- 
corated choir, a central tower and 
north and south transepts. The 
Norman nave has an arcade of eight 
bays, with massive piers. Above is 
the triforium—Norman and Transi- 
tional, on the north side, Norman and 
Early English on the south—and above 
this an Early English clerestor,” on 
both sides. The choir is “decorate ~ 
built in the fourteenth century wu 
replace the Norman choir. The 
clerestory has beautiful decorated 
windows in the seven bays. The 
monastery attached to the Abbey 
was dissolved in 1539, and the present 
church made “parochial” in 1618. 
In 1690 the central tower fell, and 
in 1906 the building was badly damaged 
by fire, being restored at a cost of 
£45,000. The south transept was 
rebuilt in 1912. 


TABLEs illustrating the 
The economic position in 
Progress of the United Kingdom, 
Building. which appear in the last 
issue of the year of the 
Board of Trade Journal, show that 
the position as regards housing is 
satisfactory, plans passed in November 
by 146 local authorities showing an 
increase of 7.6 per cent. over those 
approved in the month previous. 
General building, excepting housing, 
has again declined, November's figures 
being 6.2 per cent. worse than those 
for October. Such building is, in 
fact, still 1.5 worse than in the year 
1924. Unemployment, after a steady 
period, is slightly on the increase, 
being 20.9 per cent., as compared 
with 19.5 per cent. in October, and 
19.4 per cent. in September. Un- 
employment in public works con- 
tracting is 47.5 per cent., being an 
increase of 0.5 per cent over October’s 
figures. How much longer, one may ask, 
is the position to continue when 
one in every two men engaged in 
public works is out of employment ? 
A strong Governmental policy of 
public works was never more urgently 
needed. 
WE give on page 19 a 
Housing Summary of the recom- 
in mendations of the Scottish 
Scotland. Departmental Com- 
mittee on Housing, 
which have recently been published. 
In brief, the Committee recommends 
that financial assistance should be 
given to owners of working-class 
houses to enable them to recondition 
their houses, and proposes the establish- 
ment of a corporation to acquire and 
recondition houses the owners of which 
are unable or unwilling to do so. The 
grants suggested are 50 per cent. of 
the actual cost of the works, subject 
to a maximum grant of £75 per house. 
The proposals affect 200,000 houses

In Scotland. It is regarded as in- 
evitable that a considerable amount 
of re-housing accommodation will be 
required, and it is suggested that 
the duty of providing this accom- 
modation should rest with the local 
authority. This recommendation, 
coupled with the statement that “ the 
Committee are unable to recommend 
any further steps as likely to be 
successful under existing conditions 
in promoting the supply of houses 
(without public charge) through the 
agency of public utility societies or 
other similar bodies at rents which 
lower-paid wage-earners are at present 
able to pay,” does not appear to 
show any great confidence in the 
ability of private enterprise to aid in 
the solution of this particular problem. 
THE immediate criticisms 
of the Report must be 
that while reconditioning 
is a most useful ally in 
any housing campaign, to 
be maximumly effective it should 
be accompanied by a scheme for 
the provision of new houses. We 
are afraid, however, that experience 
is tending to prove that the two phrases, 
‘municipal housing” and “ without 
public cost,” are incompatible. It 
is but a few weeks since the Edinburgh 
and District Master Builders’ Associa- 
tion expressed the opinion that a 
house costing £300 and designed to 
let at approximately 10s. per week, 
cannot be erected so that during a 
period of 30 years there will be a 
minimum of repairs required to make 
the scheme a success and give any 
return to the builder. 


Some 
Criticisms. 


WE have referred on 
White several occasions to efforts 
— which have been made to 
stones. discontinue the use of 
white marble in ceme- 


teries and churchyards. Such efforts 
have been supported on the ground 
of artistic unsuitability and of poor 
weathering qualities. But we read 
that a Chancellor of one of the 
dioceses in the Eastern Counties has 
over-ruled the refusal of a vicar to 
allow a white marble gravestone to 
be erected in his churchyard. The 


Chancellor stated that the new part 
was largely filled with marble monu- 
ments of white, and he thought it 
impossible to restrict it to the grey 
stone which comprised the oldpart. 


ONE of the cheerless 
Under aspects of industrialism 
Consump- to-day is contained in 
tion. the prevalent theory that 
there is over-production in 
everything. It is a theory that has a 
depressing effect upon those who had 
hoped that prosperity would return to 
this country. We believe the contrary 
—that there is under-consumption. If 
this seems to be another way of stating 
the same thing, a moment’s reflection 
will show that between over-production 
and under-consumption there is a 
difference that carries a real significance. 
They may seem to mean the same 
thing, but the implications are not the 
same. There is such a thing as under- 
consumption, at a price, and therefore 
it may be fair to say that there is over- 
production—as a consequence. But no 
one can reason from that, that a 
definite limit in human consumption 
has been reached. We take the more 
hopeful view of the economists who 
believe that there is under-consumption 
to-day ; that the limits of consumption 
are undefined, and are certainly very 
much greater than most of us visualise. 
The real problem to-day is to find the 
reason for under-consumption.

In those matters dealing 
with the economics of in- 
dustrialism we have long 
since become accustomed 
to theories that flagrantly 
contradict each other. Often they seem 
to discount our intelligence. Someone 
was bold enough, the other day, to 
suggest the “ wiping out’ of many of 
the cotton factories in Lancashire. 
“The tragedy of Lancashire,” it was 
stated, “‘ appears to be the throttling of 
efficiency by the price competition of 
the inefficient, so long as the latter can 
hang on to the verge of bankruptcy.” 
We have heard of many diseases (or 
are they excuses?) supposed to be 
afflicting the industrial body to-day, 
but it is something new to be told that 
efficiency is killed by the price competi- 
tion of the inefficient! On the con- 
trary, it would seem to be the proof 
of experience and common sense that 
the price competition of efficiency has 
always meant the natural death of 
the inefficient—and consequently the 
costly.

In connection with his drawings showing 
a conjectural restoration of Conway Castle, 
which we illustrate this week, Mr. A. E. 
Henderson, F.S.A., R.B.A., F.R.I.B.A., 
provides the following notes. 

North-east of the town of Conway is a pre- 
cipitous rock some 60 ft. in height, stretching 
long and narrow from the river Conway 
inwards and southwards, with the valley 
of the river Giffin to the north. The rock 
has a flattish top, with a gradual slope 
Upon this rock 
Edward I built his Castle. 

Canon Robert Williams, in his ‘‘ History 
of Aberconway,”’ states that, commencing in 
the year 1284, Henry de Elreton was 
employed as architect. This is not so, for 
Mr. Harold Sands, F.S.A., has discovered 
that Elreton was a mere master mason 
receiving 3$d., while James de St. George 
had 3s. a day; consequently there can be no 
doubt that the latter, and not the former, 
was the architect. 

Immediately above the river is a turreted 
and battlemented terrace, which had a 
postern leading down by steps to a private 
pier or landing jetty, just where the river 
Giffin joins the river Conway. Behind this 
terrace rises the magnificent eastern end, 
flanked by two drum towers; the curtain 
wall between them is pierced by a gateway. 
From these two drum towers the curtain 
walls run east and west, uniting six other 
towers. ‘I'he two westernmost are also united 
by a screen wall containing the main entrance 
to the castle. Running still further west- 
ward is a terrace somewhat similar to that 
overlooking the Conway. At its north-west 
angle, and just beneath the great drum tower, 
a flight of steps descends to the barbican 
and drawbridge. 

The drawbridge gave access over a rock-cut 
moat, which ran along the north front to a 
descending roadway also parallel with the 
north front, which led down to a great 
enclosure at the base of the rock. This 
enclosure was separated from the town by a 
wall running from the town wall next the 
river Conway to the Millgate overlooking the 
river Giffin. The town entrance to the 
castle faced the southern end of Castle-street. 
The large enclosure served the purpose of 
barracks for the Army, as the castle could 
only contain its permanent garrison. 

The castle is roughly (not including the 
two terraces) three times as long as it is 
wide, making the north and the south fronts 
each have four drum towers. The northern 
front is a straight line from east to west, but 
the southern is irregular, following the con- 
tour of the crest of the rock. The interior 
is divided into two wards; the outer, or 
western, is roughly double its width in 
length, while the inner, or eastern, is square. 

The great western curtain wall contains 
the main entrance to the outer ward. This 
wall is machicolated on its outer face, and 
the gateway, besides having massive doors, 
is provided with a portcullis. The operating 
room of this was situated above the gateway 
and approached by a staircase from the wall 
walk. 

The great hall is built against the southern 
wall of the outer ward, and follows the 
irregularity of that front. 1t was of a fine 
architectural character, with  traceried 
windows overlooking the court and arched 
principals carrying a low-pitched purlined 
roof. It is said that the chapel formed the 
eastern end of this hall, as there is a large, 
round-headed mullioned window at that end. 
On the northern side of this ward the kitchen 
and stables were situated, but now nothing 
of these remain except some rough toothing 
in the curtain walls. 

Separating the two wards is a stout 9 ft. 
wall with a central doorway, and the remains 
of a barbican on its outer face. The inner 
ward contains the King’s Hall and apartments 
on its southern side, and the Queen’s on the 
east. Both halls are at the first-floor level 
and were treated in a similar manner archi- 


tecturally to the Great Hall, only with a 
variation in detail. 

The eastern wall is a marvel of designed 
construction, and should be studied on the 
section. At ground level the doorway to the 
terrace passes through it, and in this doorway, 
on either side, stairways rise—the southern to 
the King’s Hall and the northern to the 
Queen’s Chapel, situated in the north-east 
tower. It is also pierced by mullioned and 
transomed windows, and near its top large 
corbels project one above the other, forming 
medhieslatsans for the wall walk. 

The drum towers of this castle are of par- 
ticular interest. The windows and loopholes 
are specially designed for military observation. 
The four towers containing the inner ward 
have their staircase turrets continued consider- 
ably higher, seemingly with a view to be able 
to see up the Conway valley and the approach 
by the seaward road from Chester, over the 
near-by hills. 

The rooms were floored with timber sup- 
ported on massive joists, and most had fire- 
places. The problem is: How was material 
used for firing brought into and stored in these 
rooms, the staircases being winding and the 
doors extremely narrow? As has been men- 
tioned, the north-east drum tower at its first- 
floor level was fitted up as the Queen’s 
Chapel, and its chancel, formed in the thick- 
ness of the wall, is still a gem of Edwardian 
Gothic. On its left-hand side was the Queen’s 
private oratory, and on the right the priest’s 
sacristy, the latter with a separate entrance 
from a passage connected with the Queen’s 
Hall, and also two staircases leading down- 
wards. The general construction of the castle 
is of roughly coursed masonry, with worked 
groins, reveals, jambs, lintels and sills. Cor- 
bellings and large lintel stones are used for 
internal heads of openings in preference to 
arches, which are sparingly used. Unfor- 
tunately most of the worked stones have been 
pillaged, so the windows now look larger than 
they were originally designed. All openings 
more than 8 inches in width were protected by 
iron bars. 

Those in search of clever masonic building 
would do well to examine the extremely 
interesting arrangements in the construction of 
this castle, everything being designed for 
strength and fitness. A curious feature is the 
difference in the design of the garderobes on 
the two longitudinal faces; those on the north 
are in the thickness of the curtain walls, as 
also their chutes with access from the drum 
towers. Those on the south also have their 
access from the towers throngh passages in the 
thickness of the curtain walls to corbelled-out 
enclosed balconies, which form a picturesque 
feature of this front. 

The wall walk is continuous behind all the 
towers, and each tower has a doorway afford- 
ing access thereto. The cross wall between 
the outer and inner wards had doorways at 
either end, in this wav continuing the divi- 
sion of the castle in its two parts. 

The battlements to the towers are of a 
unique design. The merlons between the em- 
brasures are pierced with loopholes ; these are 
alternately high and low, and the crested 
weathering above has pointed slate terminals 
at either end and one in the centre. These 
pencil points are rather quaint, as seagulls 
are continually using them as perches, and 
give a very picturesque character to this 
superb medieval stronghold. 


The Control of Rural Advertisements. 

The December report of the Council for the 
Preservation of Rural England refers to an 
instance of a cycle company complying with a 
request for the removal from near a public 
highway of advertisements which were 
deemed to be undesirable as offending the 
amenities of the district. The signs objected 
to were on the Stonehenge-Amesbury road, 
and on the Wiltshire branch of the society 
writing the Wilts County Council on the 
matter, the County Council wrote to the firm, 
which immediately undertook the removal of 
the signs.

THE BUILDER 


CARDIFF PLANNING COMPETITION 


Reviewed by W. S. PURCHON, A.R.I.B.A. 


In commenting on the designs submitted in 
the competition for lay-out of land at Penylan, 
Cardiff, it seems clear that one’s first duty, 
and it is a pleasant one, is to congratulate 
Mr. James E. Turner, F.1.0.B., J.P., on the 
very successful result of a most interesting 
experiment. That a building owner who is 
also a builder should promote an open com- 
petition for the lay-out of a housing estate is 
a most excellent procedure, and it is to be 
hoped that the success which has attended 
the present venture will result in the holding 
of many similar competitions. 

The problem was essentially a practica} 
one, the solution of which would assist the 
promoter in carrying out, in the best possible 
manner, with due regard to the amenities, 
what is primarily a business proposition, and 
this is, of course, a fundamental issue in any 
normal schemes in which architects are called 
in to assist in estate development. In this 
particular case other important points are :— 

(1) The question of the retention of the 
existing large house, emphasis being laid in 
the conditions on the advantage of arranging 
the scheme for its retention in such a way 
that the house could be demolished and the 
land incorporated in the main scheme at any 
future time. 

(2) The desirability of retaining as many 
trees as possible is also emphasised in the con- 
ditions. 

(3) The fact that the northern end of the 
site is about 90 feet higher than the southern 
angle. 

Over 80 designs were submitted and con- 
sidered by the assessor, Mr. Percy Thomas, 
F.R.I.B.A., and these include a considerable 
number of interesting solutions, some of which 
are, however, too elaborate and expensive. 
As is so often the case, the outstanding im- 
pression given on an inspection of the schemes 
is that of the great simplicity of the premiated 
designs in comparison with so many of the 
others. Broadly speaking, the schemes can be 
divided into four main types :— 

(A) A series of culs-de-sac entered from 
Penylan-road. (B) A road driven through the 
estate more or less parallel to Penylan-road. 
(C) Houses arranged along Penylan-road with 
culs-de-sac in addition. (D) Similar to C, but 
with a private road arranged behind the 
wooded gulley which runs on the Penylan- 
road side of the site. 

The winning design, No. 31, scheme A, sub- 
mitted by Mr. A. J. Penberthy, of Wolver- 
hampton, is a_ particularly simple and 
economical example of type A. It shows 
seven houses fronting on Bronwydd-avenue, 
nine fronting on Cyncoed-road, and the re- 
mainder arranged in two culs-de-sac, giving 49 
houses as a maximum, or 43 if Penylan House 
is retained. In the latter case a garden, pro- 
perly disposed on the southern side, is 
arranged for, a point overlooked by several 
competitors whose schemes would have 
reduced the value of that house very con 
siderably. 

The design placed second, No. 10, submitted 
by Mr. T. J. S. Blake, of Chingford, is very 
similar indeed to that placed first, but its 
building plots are not so well shaped, and the 
grouping of the houses not so carefully 
stadied. 

The design placed third, No. 31, scheme B, 
was also submitted by Mr. A. J. Penberthy. 
It is less simple than his scheme A, it allows 
for fewer houses, and retains the front of the 
wooded gulley on the north, the removal of 
which on scheme A would give a fine view 
across the Bristol Channel. 

Of the unpremiated designs many reach a 
high standard, and contain points of interest. 
The following have been selected for com- 
ment, but no attempt has been made to place 
them in order of merit :— 

No. 51.—C. M. Cameron Johnston, 
Gloucester. A good example of Type C, 
with two culs-de-sac and with the wooded 
gulley on Penylan-road taken into the garden, 
a course which would probably prove expen- 
sive in execution. 


No. 71.—T. Edgar Smith, Cardiff. Another 
interesting example of Type C, with three 
culs-de-sac and well-shaped building plots. 

No. 72.—Thomas and Morgan and Partners, 
Pontypridd. Very similar in general lines to 
No. 71. 

No. 43.—J. B. Wride, Cardiff. Type A, 
with four culs-de-sac. ‘ 

No. 59.—P. V. Mauger and Edward Unwin, 
London. Type A, with three culs-de-sac, 
two of which are somewhat complicated in 
form and result in increased length of road. 

No. 60.—T. Alwyn Lloyd, Hallam and 
Thomas, Cardiff. Two well-arranged schemes 
of Type B, but with the inner road entered 
from Penylan-road at both ends, a great im- 
provement on schemes in which this new 
road connects up two existing roads and 
would be likely to develop into a thorough- 
fare. This scheme gives 54 houses as a maxi- 
mum, or 47 if the large house is retained. 

No. 37.—A. W. Kenyon, London. Type A. 
This shows the maximum development of the 
cul-de-sac, all the houses with but four ex- 
ceptions being arranged off four culs-de-sac, 
one off Cyncoed-road, and three off Penylan- 
road. 

No. 58.—Allen and Potter, London. Type 
A, except that most of the houses are 
arranged about a square and a — cul-de- 
sac, the latter running down the slope and 
both entered by one approach from Penylan- 
road. 

No. 25.—G. S. Biss, Swindon. 
example of Type D. 

No. 49.—Miss Gray, London. Type A, 
with two culs-de-sac, one parallel to the con- 
tours, but the other, a long one, running 
mainly up the hill. 

It may be noted, in conclusion, that some of 
the more elaborately patterned designs might 
possibly be effective on a flat site, but are 
unsuitable for the site in question.

Mr. Percy Tuomas’s award is as follows :— 


1st and 3rd: Mr. Arthur J. Penberthy, 
Midland Bank Chambers, 10, Queen’s-square, 
Wolverhampton (Premiums £100 and £25). 


2nd: Mr. Trevor J. S. Blake, 12, Hall- 
lane, Chingford, E.4 (Premium £50). 

In the course of his report the assessor 
states that 80 odd designs were submitted, 
and continues as follows :— 

“I consider the large number of designs 
received and the many interesting solutions 
of the problem which have been put forward 
to have thoroughly justified the enterprise 
you |Messrs. E. Turner & Sons, Ltd.| have 
shown in throwing open the lay-out of this 
land to competition, 

‘“The majority of competitors have con- 
sidered it desirable to retain the trees and 
gulley along the Penylan-road frontage, and 
apart from the great advantage which the 
retention of this gulley gives to the scheme, 
it is doubtful whether the expense of filling 
in would have been justified for the small 
area of ground gained. 

‘“The winning design is marked by great 
simplicity and economy. At the same time 
a good architectural treatment is possible and 
the problem of the retention of Penylan 
House has been very cleverly managed. The 
author, in common with the majority of com- 
petitors, has retained the wooded gulley 
separating the site from Penylan-road, to- 
gether with a number of the other trees 
which exist on the site. He provides an 
ultimate accommodation of 49 houses, 43 of 
which can be built if Penylan House is 
retained. The average size of the plots is 
140 ft. by 36ft., and the majority are of 
good shape. The only road-making involved 
is about 107 yards of type ‘‘C” and 53 yards 
of type “‘ D,”* with turning places at the end. 

‘“Penylan House, if retained, will have 
about one acre of land, the greater part of 
which is to the south, and there will be no 
new houses near to destroy the privacy of its 
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garden, a point which was overlooked by 
many competitors. 

“The design placed second is, in general 
lay-out, on exactly similar lines to the design 
placed first. In this design 51 plots are pro- 
vided, and 58 if Penylan House is demolished, 
The plots, however, in some cases are too 
long and narrow for houses of the class pro- 
posed. Penylan House is dealt with in the 
same way as in the first scheme. 

‘The third premiated design differs from 
the first two in that the wooded gulley is 
retained round Cyn Coed-road, and the upper. 
close developed in the form of a triangle. 
This has resulted in a reduction of the num- - 
ber of houses to a maximum of 41, but good- 
shaped plots are provided, and the scheme 
has many attractive features.”’ 


SCOTTISH HOUSING 


Ar a time when working-class housing is 
receiving much attention, the illustrations 
contained in this booklet* are of interest, 
being typical examples of the various kinds 
of housing now being carried out by muni- 
cipal and private architects in Soctland. The 
booklet is published by the Secretary of 
State for Scotland with a desire to let local 
authorities, architects and private enterprise 
see wnat has been done recently in Scotland 
under the 1924 and 1930 Housing Acts, The 
essentials in these types of buildings are a 
satisfactory lay-out, compact planning, and 
economy of cost, enabling the charging of a 
low rent and yet sufficient to cover essential 
painting and repairs as they become necessary. 
The brochure gives much useful information, 
with views and plans of three- and feur- 
apartment cottage types, three- and four- 
apartment flatted types, and examples of 
tenements. In addition, several lay-out 
schemes are illustrated. The prices set out 
in the brochure are the approximate tender 
prices, exclusive of land, roads, and fees. 

Criticism comes from all parts of the coun- 
try as to the injurious effect on the country- 


side of ill-planned and ill-designed housing 


schemes. This it is possible to avoid if 
capable and experienced architects are em- 
ployed. There are many highly satisfactory 
schemes, but, unfortunately, they are in the 
minority. The book contains many good 
examples, from which useful information may 
be gained. ;

An Architectural Competition, Rome. 

The conditions governing the architectural 
plans to be submitted for the building upon 
the Via dell’Impero which shall house both 
the headquarters of the Fascist Party and the 
Exhibition of the Revolution have now been 
published. The building is to occupy the 
triangular space comprised between the Via 
dell’Impero, the Via Cavour and the Via dell 
Colosseo. The main body of the building is 
not to be higher than the Basilica of Constan- 
tine. It is not to interfere with the view of 
the Colosseum from the Piazza Venezia. Its 
material is to harmonise with its surround- 
ings. It must express worthily ‘‘ the great- 
ness and power imprinted by Fascism upon 
the rejuvenation of the national life,’’ and it 
is to “‘transmit the epoch of Mussolini to 
posterity by its lasting and universal charac- 
ter.’’ The plans incorporating these and other 
exacting conditions are to be ready by 5 p.m. 
on April 15. The competition, for which 
90,000 lire are offered in prizes, is confined, 
according to The Times, to such Italian archi- 
tects at home or abroad as are members of 
the Fascist Party and are not in arrears with 
their dues to the Fascist Syndicate of Artists.

Fuad-el-Awal Hospital, Cairo. 

The drawing of this hospital, which we 
illustrated last week, shows a section of the 
main covered way, which traverses the length 
of the hospital and is some 500 metres long. 
This covered way forms the main trafic 
artery of the institution, giving access to all 
ward blocks and other units. it is designed 
with a definite rhythm, and will have con- 
siderable architectural value in connecting 
into a coherent composition the many blocks. 

It is to be partially enclosed with glazed 
screens between certain of the ward units 
and the operation theatres block, but other- 
wise is open to provide as little obstruction 
to the air as possible. At its centre point is 
the administrative and operations blocks, and 
north and south are the ward-unit blocks of 
the hareem and male divisions of the hospital. 

The important out-patients’ division is 
approaching completion, and the casualty and 
reception block is now also being built; the 
contractors for these are Messrs. Siam 
Mohamed and Co., of Cairo. The nurses’ 
and probationers’ home was begun last 
November, and the contractors for this are 
Messrs. Hettena Bros.,.of Cairo. 

The work is being carried out under the 
State Buildings Department of the Ministry 
of Public Works. The architects are Messrs. 
Nicholas and Dixon-Spain, FF.R.I.B.A. 


OBITUARY 
Henry Littler. 


The death of Mr. Henry Littler, formerly 
the county architect of Lancashire, has taken 
place at St. Annes. Mr. Littler had been 
county architect for many years, being the 
first to be appointed to that post. and during 
his service + had been responsible for the 
designing of many important county build- 
ings, including the Sessions House at Preston, 
the Langho Inebriates’ Home, and _ the 
Whalley Mental Hospital, and a large number 
of schools in the county. He retired at the 


end of 1926.

Thomas T. Paterson. Mr. Paterson was edu- 
cated at George Watson’s College, Edinburgh, 
and trained as an architect by the late Sir 
Rowand Anderson.

R.I.B.A. Final Examination, Thesis.—On 
the recommendation of the Board it was de- 
cided that candidates be required to precede 
their theses with a table of contents showing 
the main sub-divisions of the thesis.

cate Course for exemption from the R.I.B.A.

Limited Competitions.—On the recommen- 
dation of the Competitions Committee it was 
decided to add the following paragraph and 
note to Clause 8 of the Code of Professional 
Practice : ‘‘ Architects asked to take part in 
a limited competition must at once notify 
the Secretary of the R.I.B.A. submitting 
particulars of the competition. Note.—A 
formal invitation to two or more architects 
to prepare designs in competition for the 
same project is deemed a limited com- 
petition.” 

Architects and Housing Fees.—On the 
recommendation of the Public Relations 
Committee it was decided to circularise 
County Councils, County Boroughs and 
Urban Districts drawing their attention to 
the scale of architects’ charges for local 
authorities’ and public utility societies’ 
housing work. 

Amendment of By-law 24.—It was decided 
to take the necessary steps to secure the 
amendment of By-law 24 in order to enable 
the Council to deal with cases of alleged un- 
professional conduct more expeditiously than 
is possible under the By-law as at present 
drafted.

STOCKHOLM REPLANNING COMPETITION. 
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STOCKHOLM REPLANNED 


Ir was natural that a competition for 
the replanning of the centre of a city so 
famous for its beauty and_ general 
efficiency should attract world-wide atten- 
tion. Three hundred and fifty competi- 
tors, from all over the world, submitted 
schemes and, as several prepared alter- 
native solutions, the jury were faced with 
no light task. The jury was international 
in character, comprising nine Swedes, 
including such well-known men as Pro- 
fessor Ostberg (recipient of the R.I.B.A. 
Gold Medal), Professor Asplund (a leader 
of the modernists), Professor Bergsten, 
and Dr. Albert Lilienberg (Hon. 
M.T.P.I.), the Director of Town Planning 
for the City of Stockholm. The outside 
world was represented by Professor H. 
Jansen, of Berlin, and Mr. G. L. Pepler 
(P.P.T.P.I.), from London. 

The subject of the competition com- 
prised a plan within a plan, since a 
general town plan was prepared in 1866 
soon after the railway came to Stockholm, 
and a further general plan was made by 
Dr. Lilienberg in 1928, and is gradually 
being carried out. The area covered by 
the competition is known as Lower 
Norrmalm, and comprises the main busi- 
ness and shopping centre of the city, 
covering a square measuring about one- 
third of a mile in each direction. It was 
rebuilt in 1640, when about 2,000 houses 
were pulled down and new streets were 
laid out and buildings erected, the whole 
being completed in about 10 years. To- 
day these streets are inadequate; few 
traces of 1640 are retained on the fronts 
of the buildings, and they are too closely 
packed together according to modern 
standards of hygiene. The actual area 
submitted to the competitors extends 
southward into the small island on which 
the original city was founded, and where 
the King’s Castle stands, and forms a 
square measuring close on one mile in 
each direction. Lower Norrmalm itself 
comprises the bottom end of a moraine, 
which finishes at the sea front. The sub- 
soil consists of substantial ballast, which 
forms an excellent building material, and 
the physical shape of the area lends itsel! 
to the construction of fly-over crossings-— 
a method already adopted by Dr. Lilien- 
berg, with admirable results further 
north. 


The problem of replanning is simpli- 
fied by the fact that the City Council have 
already acquired a good deal of the pro- 
perty; quite a lot also belongs to the 
State, which in Sweden is subject to town 
planning law, having to surrender 40 per 
cent. of area for public purposes, just 
as any private individual must. A 
factér of some importance in _ rela- 
tion to replanning is that new diagonals 
must involve purchase or the _ pos- 
sibility of high compensation, whereas 
if only widening is involved, the 
Swedish Law enables an owner who re- 
builds to be required to surrender land 
for widening the street up to a width of 
27 metres (88 ft. 6 in.). The buildings 
considered worthy of preservation amount 
t) a bare dozen. The King’s Castle stands 
outside the area it is proposed to rebuild, 
but is a factor of importance, and the 
beautiful new town hall is at one side 
across a narrow isthmus. Unlike most 
English towns, Stockholm is prepared to 
equip itself with an up-to-date, scien- 
tifically and pleasantly arranged principal 
business and shopping quarter, forming 
part of a properly planned city and 
environs. 


A good deal of traffic congestion in the 





competition area is due to the fact that 
at present all traffic between the northern 
and southern halves of the city has to 
pass through it to the three road bridges 
which connect with the small island on 
which the original city was founded. This 
congestion will soon be alleviated by the 
high bridge now being built about a mile 
and a quarter to the west and the bridge 
or tunnel to be constructed on the east, 
between Blasieholmen and the island of 
the old city. This eastern crossing was 
the subject of a competition in 1930, but 
the question as to whether it is to be a 
tunnel or bridge has not yet been settled. 
One hopes the former will prevail despite 
the much greater cost, as the site is of 
such importance to the city that nothing 
less than the best can be afforded. A 
bridge would seriously curtail the effect- 
tive water front, would deliver traffic on 
another front of the magnificent King’s 
Castle, and might upset the balance of 
the existing fine composition. These two 
by-passes, one of which will shortly be 
completed, should relieve Lower Norr- 
malm of a good deal of through traftic, 
and therefore its replanning can be con- 
sidered primarily in relation to its im- 
provement as the main business and 
shopping centre of the city, at the same 
time seizing the opportunity to lead traffic 
to these two by-passes. The town plan of 
1866 provided for a great boulevard to be 
carried down from the north-west to 
Gustaf Adolfs Torg, on the water front. 
Unfortunately, it was not axial to the 
King’s Castle, which is a superb and 
dominating feature of that front. A con- 
siderable length of this boulevard (Svea 
vagen) has been made, but it stops short 
at the north boundary of the competition 
area, and one of the chief problems was 
should it be continued and, if so, how? 


The Plans. 


On the whole, the standard of draught- 
manship in the competition was not 
high, but at least no competitor got away 
with a bad plan because it was gorgeously 
rendered. As no single project presente] 
a completely satisfactory solution of the 
problem, the jury appear, in the main, to 
have made their selection with a view to 
collecting some different ideas that merit 
distinction. Three prizes have been 
awarded and three projects recommended 
for purchase. As no plan was outstand- 
ing, the prize money (45,000 k.) has been 
evenly divided (as stated in our last 
issue) among the following projects: 
Prize Plan No. 145—(name not received as 
we go to press). Prize Plan No. 271 
—B. Hume and Raymond Erith, archi- 
tects (London). Prize Plan No. 295— 
C. H. Platt, W. Platt, G. Platt, J. M. 
Cates (New York). In addition, the fol- 
lowing plans have been purchased :— 
No. 23—H. Lubke, Edi Reissner, W. I. 
Wagener, W. I. Schone (Berlin), and 
Halle (Saale). No. 196—Reissinger (Dus- 
seldorf). No. 233—Wolf Richter (Dres- 
den) and Brolin (Stockholm). 

Plan 145 provides for continuing Svea 
vagen to Gustaf Adolfs Torg, via two 
traffic centres and entering the Torg sym- 
metrically, the opening being balanced 
by another on the same side. East-west 
traffic is adequately dealt with, and a 
judicious use of fly-over junctions would 
facilitate the safe and uninterrupted pas- 
sage of traffic north-south and east-west. 
The proposed bridge diagonal to the 
King’s Castle is a demerit, but is not an 
essential feature of the project. On the 
whole, this plan appears to be the most 
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practical and economical and has the 
advantage that it could be carried out in 
successive stages. 

Plan 271 looks well on paper, except 
for the unbalanced entrance of the con- 
tinuation of Svea vagen into Gustaf 
Adolfs Torg. It leaves the water front 
undisturbed, and the proposed central 
traffic place is well sited and of a good 
shape. Also, the propesed south-west 
diagonal happily balances Hamn gatan, 
and generally the plan is a good shape 
and would lend itself to good building. 
No advantage is taken of the contours to 
provide for fly-over junctions, and the 
drastic re-arrangement of and around the 
railway station seems uncalled for and is 
not well devised. The boulevard connect- 
ing Gustaf Adolfs Torg and the proposed 
Central Place would make a fine business 
street, as through traffce from the north 
would be diverted at the latter. 

Plan 295 is a different type of plan. 
Relatively little attention appears to have 
been devoted to the traffic problem, and 
the main purpose seems to have been to 
carry the water front into the heart of 
the city by extending Gustaf Adolfs Torg 
back, up the hill, to the telegraph build- 
ing, which has a fine front and would 
nobly close the landward vista. Another 
great opening is also proposed to the 
south-west, where another part of the 
waterfront would be opened out and a 
view obtained of the magnificent town 
hall. 

So much for the three premiated plans. 
The three recommended for purchase may 
be briefly described as follows:—Plan 23 
is in direct contrast to No. 295, as its 
author appears to have been primarily 
interested in devising ways for through 
traffic. From this point of view it is in- 
genious, but does not blend happily with 
the city nor lend itself to good building. 
Svea vagen is not carried through, but led 
south-east and south-west. 


Plan 196.—In some respects one feels 
that the author of this plan planned better 
than he knew, as, from the traffic point of 
view, he has provided opportunities 
without realising how to make the best 
use of them. An attractive feature is the 
enlargement of the attractive triangular 
place below the telegraph building. The 
shape is maintained, and Svea vagen lead 
indirectly through it and down to Gustaf 
Adolfs Torg, entering it at the west end 
of the north side. 


Plan 233 provides for the continuation 
of Svea vagen, but changes its direction 
at a central place, whence it is continued 
to join Gustaf Adolfs Torg centrally, but 
destroying some fine buildings, including 
the fine telegraph administration block, 
on the way. East-west traffic is carried 
under the Central Place and Boulevard, 
in two places, and a roundabout is pro- 
vided to connect Regerings Gatan and the 
Southern of these two east-west routes, 
which, rather unhappily, is planped to 
cross the beautiful park which extends 
inland from the water front, east of the 
Opera House.

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COMPENSATION ON TAKING LANDS—X

THE TOWN AND COUNTRY PLANNING 
ACT, 1932 (Continued). 


Betterment. 

Tue Act of 1932 provides that if, by the 
coming into operation of any provision con- 
tained in a scheme, or by the execution by 
a responsible authority of any work under 
a scheme, any property is increased in value, 
the responsible authority may, within (1) 
twelve months of date on which the provision 
came into operation, or (2) after a period 
specified in the scheme, or (3) within twelve 
months after the completion of such work, 
recover from the person whose property is so 
increased in value an amount not exceeding 
75 per cent, of the amount of that increase. 
Under the Act of 1925, only one-half of the 
amount of any increase in value could be 
recovered, It should be particularly noted 
that ‘‘betterment’’ claims can made 
against ‘‘any’’ property which is increased 
in value by the scheme, not only against pro- 
perty within the actual area planned out by 
the scheme. 

A claim of betterment may be deferred 
(unless it is an offset to compensation for 
‘‘injurious affection’’ immediately suffered) 
until the increment is actually realised by 
sale or by lease, or until such a time as 
there is a change in the user or development 
of the land. in all cases the owner must 
himself apply for the claim to be deferred. 

In the case of premises used for business 
or industrial purposes, a new claim may be 
made after a lapse of five years from the 
original date of the deferred claim—a provi- 
sion which apparently is made for the pur- 
pose of dealing with premises used for a 
business owned by a company and in which 
there is no normal or apparent change of 
ownership, and where the realisation of 
betterment is shown in increased profits. 

In general, except as a set-off against com- 
pensation, betterment can only be recovered 
when the use of the property is altered or 
the property changes hands. In practice, 
therefore, a claim for betterment will not be 
substantiated until the betterment is realised. 

The question of betterment is so involved 
with provisions that once they have been 
applied very little value will remain in the 
actual amount of the betterment itself. 


Acquisition of Land. 


A responsible authority may purchase by 
agreement any land to which the local scheme 
is applicable; and, failing agreement, the 
authority may be authorised to acquire com- 
pulsorily by a ‘‘ compulsory purchase order ”’ 
as before described. For instance, they may 
purchase (1) land required for carrying out 
the improvement, or controlling the develop- 
ment of, frontages to or of lands abutting 
on, or adjacent to, any highway which is 
repairable by the public; or (2) any land 
required for a highway which is to be con- 
structed wholly or partly at the public ex- 
pense; or (3) land which is required for 
securing the satisfactory development of any 
area in accordance with the scheme; or (4) 
iand which forms the site of a highway which 
has been stopped up under the provisions of 
the scheme; or (5) land which they require 
for the purpose of providing alternative 
accommodation for a person whose premises 
have been purchased by them for the pur- 
poses of the scheme. The Act similarly pro- 
vides for the acquisition of land for open 
spaces and playing-fields in the area planned 
out under the scheme either by agreement or 
by a “‘ compulsory purchase order ’’ as before. 

It should be noticed that the amount 
of compensation payable, or the amount of 
the purchase price of land acquired, is in 
general determined under the Acquisition of 
Land (Assessment of Compensation) Act, 


1919; and that that Act makes special pro- 
But it would appear that 


vision as to costs. 


a claimant is entitled to the costs of the 
arbitration thereunder if the original scheme 
has for any reason been varied since from its 
original form. 

As previously pointed out, though the pro- 
visions of the Acquisition of Land (Assess- 
ment of Compensation) Act, 1919 is applic- 
able in all cases where compulsory powers 
are conferred on a government department 
or local or public authority, the Act itself 
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makes no provision in respect of either 
‘** betterment.”’ or ‘‘ set off’’; and these last 
principles can only be applied when ex- 
pressly authorised by the special Act. 

Furthermore, in considering generally the 
effect this Act has on statutes, it should be 
noticed that, with the exception of its pro- 
visions as to apportionment of rent under 
a lease, and the withdrawal of a notice to 
treat, the Act does not affect the rights of 
the parties as to what in fact is the amount 
of betterment under the special Act payable, 
nor (except as to its provision as to costs) 
does the Act affect the rights of parties after 
such betterment has been assessed. 





INSURANCE OF MOTOR 
VEHICLES 


In our issue for November 3 we called 
attention to the failure of the provisions con- 
tained in the Road Traffic Act as to insurance 
of motor cars to secure adequate security as 
to compensation to members of the public 
injured by accident but no party to the 
collision—that is, third parties—and the point 
has again come before the Courts in the recent 
case, Jenkins v. Deane (Zhe Times, Decem- 
ber 15). The action, as in the case referred 
to in our former note, was against an under- 
writer and was brought by a widow in respect 
of herself and her children, who had in a 
previous action recovered damages of £2,600 
against a firm of haulage contractors in 
respect of her husband’s death. That judg- 
ment had not been satisfied by that firm, but 
one of the partners had assigned to the widow 
the rights and interests of the firm in an 
insurance policy, and this action was brought 
by her against one of the underwriters to 
recover from him his proportion of the sum 
insured. 

Several defences were set up, but those 
material to this note were that the conditions 
of the policy had not been observed (a) 
because the insured vehicle was carrying a 
load in excess of that for which it was con- 
structed; and (6) had a trailer attached to 
it; and (c) was before the accident and at the 
time in an unsafe condition. In this case 
these defences failed on the facts, not very 
fully stated in the report, and our only reason 
for referring to the case is that the general 
observations made by the Court have a direct 
bearing upon the points raised in our recent 
note. 

The Court is reported as having said that 
a number of cases had arisen in which third 
parties had been unable to recover the 
damages awarded to them, although no 
doubt in the majority of cases the validity of 
policies was not disputed, and then made 
some comment on the Road Traffic Act, say- 
ing the public were no doubt under the im- 
pression that anyone who was injured would 
at least have the satisfaction of recovering 
compensation, although the owner of the 
vehicle might be impecunious, but as the Act 
left approved insurers free to make any 
bargain they chose with their insured, with 
the exception of a minor point dealt with in 
section 38 (which we referred to in our former 
note), that was not the case. The Court then 
referred to an exception in the present case 
which it had been informed was commonly 
inserted in the case of commercial vehicles, 
that the insurers should not be liable through 
the driving of any vehicle in an unsafe con- 
dition “either before or after an accident.’ 

This exception exhibits the futility of third- 
party insurance in the highest degree. If a 
person is injured by a sound vehicle he can 
recover, but if a vehicle is put upon the roads 
in an unfit condition he may be left without 
remedy against the insurers. The Road and 
Rail Traffic Bill deals with this question of 
the fit condition of vehicles in relation to 
licensees, but that carries the present ques- 
tion no further, for breach of either that 
measure or of the Road Traffic Act on failure 
to insure would only involve a penalty. 


NEW PUBLIC WORKS 


Aberystwyth. 

The National Library of Wales, Aberyst- 
wyth, is to be completed at a cost of £50,000. 
The work, which is to be commenced on or 
before March 31 next, will take about two 
years. A contract has been entered into with 
Messrs, Henry Willcock & Co., Wolverhamp- 
ton, for the erection of the main front block 
of the library, together with the central hall 
and approaches to the library hall and exhi- 
bition blocks.

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DILAPIDATIONS 


ix a paper on ‘ Dilapidations: From the 
Standpoint of the Surveyor and Estate 
Agent,’’ read recently, before the Auctioneers’ 
and Estate Agents’ Institute, Mr. A. H. 
Davis, F.S.I., said that dilapidations, to 
the lay mind, implied ‘disrepair’ of 
property either through neglect, misuser, 
age and/or weather and atmospheric con- 
ditions—with which “ definition ’’ must be 
considered the legal rights and responsibili- 
ties of the parties concerned. 


The Schedule. 

There were two schools of thought as to 
the form of an ad interim Schedule of Dilapi- 
dations. Some preferred a short note of 
each defect, without any details as to how it 
should be remedied, which in effect was all 
that the lessor was legally called upon to 
provide (that was to say, “the particular 
breach complained of ’’). In fact, the land- 
lord need not specify in what manner he 
required the defects to be remedied [Piggott 
v. Middlesex County Council (1909), ! Ch. 
134]. Others again favoured the more de- 
tailed description which fulfilled the part of 
a specification (that was to say, ‘‘ the par- 
ticulars of the breaches complained of ’’). 
The latter was the method which he (the lec- 
turer) preferred. It left no doubt in the 
mind of the recipient as to what it was 
intended to describe, and rendered the 
schedule easier to discuss and adjust when 
differences as to liability arose. Further, 
there were many lessees who were of very 
limited means, and they should be assisted 
so far as possible in those matters, as a 
schedule of dilapidations frequently entailed 
serious financial difficulties for them, and 
therefore a detailed schedule in specification 
form enabled them to pass it on to a builder 
for estimating purposes. In the Court of 
Appeal case of Horsey Estate, Ltd. v. Steiger 
(1899), 2 Q.B. 79, C.A., the Court stated 
“that the notice to repair shall be such as 
to give the tenant precise information of 
what is alleged against him, and what is 
demanded from him... . The reason is 
clear; he ought to have an opportunity of 
considering whether he can admit the breach 
alleged and whether it is capable of remedy. 
: In short, the notice is intended to give 
to the person whose interest it is sought to 
forfeit the opportunity of considering his 
— before an action is brought against 
vim.” , 


The Status of Surveyors. 

_ The position of surveyors and agents as 
intermediaries, frequently quasi-judicial, 
between landlords and tenants enabled them 
to take a broad view of matters of this kind, 
and perhaps made it easier therefore to bring 
about amicable agreements between the 
parties on the many vexed points with which 
they had to deal. 

_ In his opinion “‘ main structure” included 
foundations, all external walls, steel and 
timber framework and roofs, and all internal 
walls of whatever construction upon which 
weight was superimposed, i.e., from stone 
walls to those of breeze and concrete blocks, 
and studded partitions upon which rested 
beams, joists, posts, struts and lintols, and 
also those last items themselves; also rein- 
forced concrete floors, owing to their homo- 
geneous nature and the fact that apart from 
weight-bearing functions they tied in and 
held the building together. “* External 
walls ’’ included external doors and windows 
and their frames and sills. ‘‘ Roof ’’ included 
both the framework of steel or timber and 
the covering materials, also any lantern 
lights, skylights and dormer windows, and 
doors which might be formed therein. Under 
the general heading ‘“ structure,”’ might be 
included staircases, floors, internal non- 
weight-bearing partitions, partition walls and 
their doors and frames, lathing (both wood 
and metal) and plasterwork, all drains, in- 
cluding gullies, gutters and down pipes, and 
inspection and disconnecting chambers and 
covers, and also gas and water pipes, metal 
tubing for electric light and power cables, 
whether embedded or enclosed in walls or 
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merely fastened to the surface as exposed 
pipes, tubes or lead-clothed cable. He (the 
lecturer) included also as ‘“‘ structure’’ the 
various plywoods and composition boards fre- 
quently found in houses of cheap construc- 
tion, as those were substitutes for lath anc 
plaster work in walls and ceilings, items of 
joinery, such as architrave mouldings, dado 
rails, skirtings, picture rails, balusters and 
handrails, and certain items which were 
usually designated ‘‘landlord’s fixtures,”’ 
such as fixed stoves, mantels, jambs and 
overmantels let into the walls, door and 
window furniture, etc. Boundary walls and 
fences of whatever character were “ struc- 
ture,’’ and as such were referred to in the 
London Building Act, 1930. Under section 
128 (a) it was stated that ‘‘ the expression 
‘structure’ includes any building wall or 
other structure and anything affixed to or 
projecting from any building wall‘or other 
structure.”’ 


Party-Wall Openings. 

This condition of affairs as regard the 
making of party-wall openings under the 
Landlord and Tenant Act, 1927, had now 
been remedied by the Landlord and Tenant 
Act, 1927, section 19 (2), as expounded by 
two well-known recent cases. It should be 
stated that a condition precedent to making 
the alteration was that the lessee must first 
apply to his landlord for permission to do so, 
otherwise he put himself quite in the wrong 
if he made them first and then afterwards 
applied for consent. That principle of appli- 
cation first was clearly enunciated and 
decided in Iveagh v. Harris (1929), L.J.R., 
Ch. 280. In that case the tenant, having had 
notice of a breach of covenant, neglected to 
remedy it, and, when the lessor took action 
for the recovery of possession of the property, 
the lessee asked the Court to discharge or 
modify the broken covenant on the grounds 
that it was not now an appropriate covenant, 
as in his defence he claimed discharge or 
modification under section 84 of the Law of 
Property Act, 1925. The Court refused to do 
so, and held that ‘‘ an action for a breach of 
covenant was not an action to enforce a 
covenant.” 


Damage by Pile Driving, Etc. 

Serious damage (dilapidations) could be 
caused by piling operations. A recent case 
concerned new factory premises, the founda- 
tions for which were to be laid on embanked 
land, and, in order to ensure that no spread 
of the subsoil should take place, reinforced 
concrete piles were forced by a steam-driven 
hammer to a depth of about 40ft., partly 
through stiff clay. The driving caused con- 
siderable vibration, which was having a 
serious effect on and causing damage to the 
structure of an adjoining owner’s property. 
Had the vibration continued indefinitely it 
might have had disastrous results. The build- 
ing-owner declined to cease his operations, so 
that it was necessary for the adjoining owner 
to apply for an injunction, and the Court on 
evidence granted him an ad interim in- 
junction. The case was eventually settled 
out of Court by the building-owner agreeing 
(1) to shorten his pile drive by 25 per cent. ; 
(2) to make good all damages to the pro- 
perty; and (3) to pay all costs and fees, In 
Hoare and Co., Ltd. v. Sir Robert McAlpine 
and Sons (1922), 1 Ch. 167, the plaintiffs 
claimed damages for heavy vibration to their 
building, caused by the defendants’ pile- 
driving operations, which, seven months after 
the piling had begun, had become a total 
wreck. Mr. Justice Astbury held “that it 
was true the plaintiffs’ building was an old 
one, but he saw no justification for its being 
physically shaken in its declining years to a 
premature and untimely end by an adven- 
turous neighbour. The plaintiffs were there- 
fore entitled to succeed and to damages.”’ 


Settlement of Claims. 

Lessees frequently preferred to meet lia- 
bilities at the end of term to deliver up the 
demised premises in repair by a monetary 
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payment, chiefly, perhaps, because (1) they 
could then remain until the last day of the 
term; (2) they did not wish to undertake the 
execution of works with which the lessor 
might not be satisfied, and (3) they thought 
that the lessor would, in order to settle 
amicably, accept a less sum than the actual 
value of the works themselves. Should, how- 
ever, the lessee elect to do the necessary 
works to put the property into such a con- 
dition as would comply with his obligations, 
then he must start them in sufficient time 
prior to the date of the expiration of the 
lease as would enable them to be completed 
before that date, as, once the lease had ex- 
pired, he became a_ trespasser should he 
remain on in possession. 

In conclusion, said the lecturer, the re- 
marks of the Official Referee, Sir Francis 
Newbolt, K.C., in Bridges ». Mander (Estates 
Gazette, February 6, 1928), were well worthy 
of consideration. ‘‘ If the tenant employs a 
surveyor for himself he is liable to loss, 
because surveyors valued according to the 
side on which they are employed. Surveyors 
have no right to do so, and should act as 
witnesses and not as advocates.”’ 


HOUSING IN SCOTLAND 


Tue Scottish Departmental Committee on 
Housing, which was appointed by Sir God- 
frey Collins, the Secretary of State for Scot- 
land, in May, issued its Report on Decem- 
ber 21. A summary of the Committee’s 
recommendations is as follows :— 


A comprehensive code of by-laws should be 
promulgated, defining the duties and obliga- 
tions of owners, tenants, and occupiers of 
existing working-class houses. 

Financial assistance should be given to 
owners of working-class houses to enable them 
to recondition their houses so as to attain 
the proper standard of accommodation indi- 
cated in the by-laws, or to attain at least a 
minimum standard. 

The grant should be fixed at 50 per cent. of 
the actual cost of the works, subject to a 
maximum grant of £75 per house. 

There should be set up a permanent public 
body or Corporation, whose functions would 
comprise the acquisition, ownership, recon- 
ditioning, and management of certain types 
of existing working-class houses. 

In default of alternative accommodation 
being otherwise available, the duty of pro- 
viding rehousing accommodation for persons 
displaced temporarily or permanently in con- 
sequence of the abatement of overcrowding 
or owing to the elimination of houses should 
rest with the local authority. 

Local authorities should be given power to 
acquire properties compulsorily for recon- 
ditioning. 

The overcrowding by-laws should be en- 
forced forthwith in the ease of all new and 
reconditioned houses. 

The Committee are unable to recommend 
any further steps as likely to be successful 
under existing conditions in promoting the 
supply of houses (without public charge) 
through the agency of public utility societies 
or other similar bodies at rents which lower- 
paid wage-earners are at present able to pay. 

In lower-rated areas a certain number of 
houses might be provided to let at economic 
rents to families with incomes above the 
average, but the provision of such houses in- 
volves a risk of loss, and the Committee are 
not able to recommend any definite steps with 
a view to encouraging such proposals. 

The unit grant payable to local authorities 
under the Housing (Scotland) Act, 1930, for 
new houses to replace houses that are unfit 
for human habitation should also be made 
available to public utility societies and other 
similar bodies who provide houses for the 
accommodation of persons displaced by action 
taken by the local authority in clearing 
slums. 

Local authorities should be empowered 
to supplement the unit grant to public utility 
societies by a contribution from the local 
rates if they so desire.

Doors: Question of Import Duty. 

Sm,—On May 25, 1933, I bought 600 
Columbian pine doors from a firm of im- 
porters, and they were delivered in Septem- 
ber. On delivery the importers charged me 
an extra of 1s. 3d. per door to cover the 
import duty which came into effect on 
June 27, and they claimed this under the 
Finance Act of 1001, and were paid the 
extra. These doors were for a Council 
scheme I am engaged in the construction of, 
and the importers informed me that I could 
pass on the tariff to the Council, under the 
same Act. I have done so, but the Council 
repudiate the extra cover charge for the 
tariff. I shall be pleased if you will tell me 
whether I can claim this extra. PINE. 


[In the circumstances described, provid- 
ing there is no clause in the contract to the 
contrary, and that the doors were specified 
to be of Columbian pine, it seems, since the 
Council has had the benefit of the doors 
which have, in fact, each cost 1s. 3d. more, 
that a claim can be supported for an

Contract: Provisional Terms.

‘* Provisional,” and the amount of these are 
included in the contract price. The contrac- 
tor contends that he must have an order to 
carry these out from the architect, as he is 
not bound to carry them out unless so ordered 
by the architect. The architect contends that 
the price is included in the contract, and 
that no special order is necessary; it is only 
the measurement that is provisional. What 
is the custom of the trade as to “ Provi- 
sional ’’ items?

Cast Stone: Painting in Lettering. 

Sm,—Could any of your readers give me 
information as to what treatment to give 
cast stone before painting and gilding? Also 
is there any special paint on the market for 
that kind of work? I have worked on stone 
before, indoors, and once painted in incised 
letters in black (artists’ oil colours) on cast 
stone, treating them first with two or three 
coats of japanning and turpentine. This I 
found soaked in a little, but formed a ground 
for the paint. Also I have heard of treating 
stone firstly with many coats of shellac. Do 
you know of a better method to stand all 
weathers?

Extras Under a Building Contract. 

Sm,—A lump-sum contract was entered 
into (without quantities) to build some houses 
and shops. The R.I.B.A. Contract Form was 
used, wherein all orders for extra works are 
to be authorised in writing by the architect. 
Considerable variations and substantial extras 
were ordered verbally by both the architect 


and building owner, and they admit giving the 
verbal orders for some of the extras, but on 
settlement refuse to pay at all for some of the 


- extra items, and offer a reduced figure for the 


others. Under the R.I.B.A. Form of Con- 
tract, how does the builder stand for claiming 
extras when he has no authority in writing 
whatever for the same? The matter of the 
sums due for extras has been referred to me 
as an independent person not concerned in the 
building contract. ARBITRATION. 

{It is well known that a builder can re- 
cover under the contract referred to, if he 
can show that the work done is of benefit to 
the building owner, and that it has been 
made use of, even if no written orders were 
given for it as per the contract. Arbitrators 
would do well to consult Creswell on Build- 
ing Contracts (Pitmans). Pages 100, 103 and 
109 specially deal with this matter and give 
the ruling cases thereon.—Eb. ] 


Doors and Weather. 

Srr,—I should be glad of your advice in 
connection with doors, of oak and mahogany, 
on a building of which I have charge. They 
are in a very exposed position, and, in spite 
of being polished some three months ago, 
still require protection. Can you, or any of 
your readers, recommend a treatment that 
will protect them against wind, sun and 
rain?

Contract Question. 

Sir,—A Council have a contract with a firm 
of builders to carry out repairs and redecora- 
tions to their buildings. They now propose 
to suspend a part of the decorations in the 
contract, whilst another outside builder is to 
be allowed to do some structural work not in 
the contract. Can they delay the original con- 
tractor, there being no saving clause in the 
bill to allow this? Can they hold the con- 
tractor to his clause to complete in a certain 
time if he is delayed?

Building Line. 
Answers to ‘J. F. R.,’’ DecemBer 29. 


Str,—The matters referred to are in 
general governed by section 3 of the Public 
Health (Building in Streets), Act, 1888. 
Written consent of the local authority must 
be obtained, in the circumstances described. 
to bring a building forward and beyond. the 
front main wall of the house or building on 
either side thereof in the same street and 
in any street. It should be noted that a 
house at the corner of two streets may be 
in both streets for the purposes of this 
enactment, and it has been held that the 
words ‘‘ house on either side thereof ’’ mean 
a house within some near distance, within 
some degree of proximity, and not one 
standing some considerable distance away. 
In this case the distance was about 300 to 
400 feet. The question is whether 200 feet 
could be said to be near. It is thought not. 
““J. F. R.’’ should approach the local autho- 
rity and try to arrange terms amicably. It 
should be noticed that where the provisions 
of the Public Health Act of 1925 are in 
force, the local authority has power to pre- 
scribe an ‘‘ improvement line.”’ Lex. 

Simr,—Existing buildings regulating the 
building line in a street under the old Public 
Health Acts are presumed to be reasonably 
adjacent for this purpose, and a distance of 
200 ft. only would probably rank for this 
purpose. ut if the building line is regu- 
lated by existing buildings, the line upon the 
lane would be surely that joining the front 
of the building 200ft. away and the gable 
of the existing building which apparently 
abuts on the lane, and would thus be a con- 
verging line. Local authorities now have 
powers to prescribe building lines to streets 
irrespective of existing conditions, and your 
correspondent should examine the town-plan- 
ning scheme to see if this has been done as 
regards the lane. pe i 


= Galvanising, 
[ANSWER TO ‘‘ GALVANISE, 


Sm,—A properly galvanised surface should 
not cause the troubles mentioned. If through 
imperfect galvanising in manufacture, or 
through subsequent mechanical wear, the 
galvanised coating is not continuous, permit- 
ting moisture to attack the underlying metal, 
rusting will take place, finally causing the 
entire failure of the galvanising. A galvan- 
ised coating must be continuous, if not it 
will become dangerous. If any galvanising 
is removed when fitting, the place should be 
kept painted with waterproof paint. Any 
cuts made on the hands, etc., by galvanised 
surfaces are in no ways dangerous if promptly 
washed and bound up. If pitting or rusting 
is found to be occurring, the damage can be 
minimised by cleaning and painting.

Technical Terms.

Sm,—The term “daylight angle’’ means 
the angle at which daylight enters the rooms 
of a building, this angle being governed by 
the position of the windows. The angle of 
illumination means the are of the angle which 
will be in the direct rays of the lighting 
used. In the case of overhead artificial 
lighting, this angle can be varied consider- 
ably by the type of reflectors used. If either 
of these angles were insufficient, only that 
part of the room in the direct light rays 
would be efficiently lighted. The daylight 
angle refers to the windows; the illumination 
angle mostly to artificial lighting, but may 
refer to natural lighting. W. E. W. 

Sm,—‘‘ Daylight angle’? and “angle of 
illumination”’ are terms presumably covering 
similar conditions to the ‘‘umbra”’ and 
“penumbra” of interposing stars.

THE BUILDING TRADE 


MATERIALS AND CONSTRUCTION IN THE LIGHT OF 
MODERN RESEARCH 


By B. PRICE DAVIES, F.S.I., L.R.I.B.A., M.T.P.I.

INTRODUCTION. 


We live in an age of much invention and 
productivity, resulting in an ever-increasing 
number of kinds of materials on the market, 
supported by a corresponding increase in the 
literature required to sell them, and one can- 
not but be impressed by the fertility of in- 
ventive minds and the ingenuity of salesman- 
ship. We have a wonderful range of materials 
at our command, a range such as our fathers 
never dreamed of, and, indeed, such as we 
ourselves had little conception of in those 
far-off days now known as ‘‘ pre-war.” 

From days of greater antiquity we still 
nave the classes of older materials, and the 
merits of these are indicated by the obvious 
effects of age upon them. They have also the 
conservative charm of a sure tradition. We 
are often loath to part with old friends and 
{o replace them with others; yet there was a 
time when these old materials and methods 
of construction were themselves new. Our 
well-tried friends the four-panel door and the 
sash window were probably treated with great 
suspicion when they were first introduced, 
and it was left to time and tradition to 
establish them firmly as some of the common 
necessities of construction. 

In the same way. modern materials and 
construction have to be tried, and utility and 
age will give their verdict in due course. We 
move rapidly, however, and cannot wait; 
how, then, can we judge their merits or de- 
merits for immediate needs? It is here that 
we seek the help of that modern handmaiden 
of experience—research. With her aid we 
are now able to make direct investigations 
into individual classes of materials or con- 
struction. Fortunately for us, the results of 
numerous investigations are issued in the form 
of standardised specifications, and with their 
aid we are able to avoid a great deal of 
anxiety and pages of abstruse specification by 
stating that such-and-such material is to be 
to a certain standardisation. This has proved 
to be a great, source of simplification for all 
concerned. 

These standardised specifications are gene- 
rally the outcome of research, and a great 
deal of trouble has gone to their compilation. 
They are based upon both practical experi- 
ments ‘‘ in the field’? and upon experiments 
and investigations in the laboratory. How- 
ever scientific we become, we still accumulate 
knowledge by the old method of “ trial and 
error.” 

With all these aids, the constructor has 
still to use his judgment. A material may 
be suitable here, and yet be quite unsuitable 
there, and it is the same with details of con- 
struction. Indeed, with the plethora of 
materials and the welter of literature, we find 
ourselves more than ever in need of the 
guidance of simple fundamental principles. 
Not only this, but the extensive advances in 
knowledge during the past decade must be 
expressed in the simple language of funda- 
mental principles if it is to have its full and 
proper influence. Knowledge in abstruse form 
has the bad habit of ‘‘ short circuiting,’’ and, 
in consequence, does not reach the great 
general need. 

We are on the threshold of great changes 
and one of those changes must inevitably be 
the change in the systems of training of our 
young men at works and at schools. The 
writer states this in no feeling of antagonism 
to the schools of the past, for he is himself 
indebted to them for helpful training. How- 
ever, in spite of tradition, experience and 
research, we are teaching those things we 
need not teach, and we do not teach those 
things which we should teach. On the one 
hand, we still see such things as cast-iron 
girders and framed and trussed partitions 


in our text-books and examination papers; 
and, on the other hand, we have to confess 
that damp and weatherproof construction, 
which is far more important, is but lightly 
dealt with and often taught quite incorrectly. 

The writer feels that some common basis of 
constructional knowledge should be given to 
the architect, surveyor, builder, engineer, 
public works contractor, foreman and crafts- 
man, and that this common basis should be 
the curriculum of our technical colleges and 
universities. There is now a marked tendency 
to run before we are able to walk properly; 
the architectural student designs palaces 
and the engineering student designs dams, 
and this often without a proper funda- 
mental knowledge of the forms of simple 
and sound construction necessary for common 
use. 7 

Some time ago, the writer felt the need for 
concentrated study of materials and construc- 
tion in the light of recent developments and

investigations, and he called to his aid all 
that useful welter of literature issued in the 
form of standardised specifications and the 
results of various researches. He found that 
great progress had been made during the past 
decade, and, weighing these investigations in 
the light of his own practical experience, he 
ventured to submit his observations in the 
brief form of a paper.* These present articles 
are on the same theme, but they cover a 
somewhat different ground. References will 
be made to the various standardised specifi- 
cations and the publications of research, and 
the existence of these deserves to be more 
widely known. 

A special note will be made of damp-proof 
and weather-proof construction, and this on 
the standard required in the most _weather- 
beaten districts in this country. Materials 
will be dealt with in the first sequence, and 
it is hoped to follow these with notes on 
Construction and Policy. 

The writer will welcome any opinions and 
experiences which differ from those expressed 
in these articles. Such notes should be 
addressed to the Edifor, and will be dealt 
with in later articles.

BUILDERS’ ANNUAL DINNERS 


A NuMBER of local associations have 
recently held their annual dinners. At these, 
certain points of general interest have been 


made. 


Sunderland and District Association. 

The annual dinner of the Sunderland and 
District Building Trades’ Employers was held 
recently in Sunderland, when Mr. John G. 
Parker (chairman), in responding to the toast 
of “The Building Trades,’ proposed by 
Alderman David Cairns, made a plea for a 
return to normal prices in tendering. Fair 
competition, he said, was helpful, and they 
welcomed it, but only too often members 
were up against prices which were below the 
efficiency level. That was to be deplored, and 
builders looked forward to the time when 
the gambling element in contracting would be 
eliminated, to the advantage of all concerned. 
Builders were very proud of their industry, 
which did important and necessary work for 
the community. Realising that, it was their 
duty to aim at a very high standard of 
efficiency. After all that was sound policy, 
for one got most out of business by putting 
the best into it. We heard a good deal in 
these days about direct labour. He (the 
chairman) was convinced, perhaps excepting 
maintenance work, that direct labour could 
not fairly compete with private enterprise. 
It would not give the same job for the same 
cost. Again, direct labour could not be eco- 
nomically sound, for those at its head had 
not the same interest at stake as the private 
contractor had, and he ventured to say that 
if it were not for the unlimited public purse 
direct labour would soon cease to exist. 


Edinburgh and District Association. 

At the Edinburgh and District Master 
Builders’ Association dinner, held in Edin- 
burgh, reference was made by Mr. J. Edwin 
Morgan (president, Faculty of Surveyors of 
Scotland) to the report by the Scottish 
Departmental Committee on Housing, pre- 
sided over by Sir Thomas Whitson. The very 
important proposals put forward in that 
report would involve, if they were carried 
out, a tremendous expenditure of money, 
apart from new housing, in the recondition- 
ing of old houses—not rickety old houses, but 
houses that were not up to modern require- 
ments. The Committee reckoned that there 
were about 200,000 houses in Scotland which 
would be affected by those proposals, and the 
expenditure on each would average about 
£100, which made a total sum involved of 
£16,000,000 to £20,000,000. 

_ Mr. Thomas Graham (president), respond- 
ing to the toast of ‘‘ The Association,’’ pro- 


posed by the Lord Provost, said that there 
was a tendency to sacrifice quality to cheap- 
ness in building. It was forgotten that 
cheapness and dearness were only relative to 
quality. Some cheap buildings to-day would 
be found very expensive to-morrow. He 
hoped that that would be borne in mind in 
connection with the ~——e which they 
expected were coming to Edinburgh. 


Hull Employers’ Federation. 

A belief that the building trade will be 
fully occupied in the coming spring 1s ex- 
pressed in the annual report of the Hull 
Building Trades Employers’ Federation, 
which was adopted at the annual meeting 
and dinner. The report continues :—‘‘ The 
obscure and unpromising outlook twelve 
months ago, due to the combined effect of 
the suspension of public works both by the 
Yovernment and local authorities, has Been 
removed, and after a year of contracting of 
the most keen type, future prospects appear 
to be brighter than a year ago. Trade 
reports show distinct signs of improvement 
in commercial confidence and individual 
effort on the part of commercial leaders, 
which indicates a favourable turn towards 
national prosperity, if only gradual.” 

Mr. G. E. Stephenson, A.1.0.B., a 
elected president for 1934, with Mr. A. E. 
Jones as vice-president, and Mr. F. Bilton, 
treasurer, 


Yarmouth Master Builders. 

At the annual dinner of the Yarmouth 
Master Builders’ Federation, Mr. H. A. 
Hughes (director of the Eastern Federation 
of Building Trades’ Employers) said that the 
Federation was anxious to bring speculative 
builders in touch with the architects because 
such work should be undertaken by men 
born with the highest artistic touch and 
trained in the art. As regarded the con- 
ditions of the trade generally, the country 
was beginning to realise that, even in a 
national crisis, economy, regardless of its 
costs, was entirely wrong—especially in the 
building industry. It was overlooked that 
the industry was the second largest in 
Britain, and the largest by a long way in 
the providing of male employment. It was 
the height of folly that such an industry 
should have been the first to be attacked. 
It required little imagination to realise the 
immense number of subsidiary industries 
relying on the building industry for their 
existence. It was fortunate that common- 
sense had now appeared and that the trade 
was slightly improved, for it was the key to 
British industry.

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BUILDING SCIENCE 


The January issue of Volume 2 of Build- 
ing Science Abstracts, published in 1929, 
contained a list of the periodicals regularly 
scrutinised by the Library and Intelligence 
Section at the Building Research Station. 
That list included just over 130 periodicals. 
Since that date, the number has been con- 
siderably increased, and a new list, which will 
appear in the issue for this month, will 
comprise more than 230 journals. As before, 
the information regarding place and _fre- 
quency of publication, price, etc., of the 
various journals will be supplemented by a 
key indicating in which libraries in Great 
Britain the various publications may be con- 
sulted. The compilation of this key, which 
is now in progress, is made possible by the 
co-operation of the librarians concerned, 


The following paragraphs, based on ab- 
stracts taken more or less at random, will 
indicate the scope of the November issue, 
which is now issued, 


Reinforced Brickwork. 


A detailed report has just been published 
on an investigation which has been carried 
out at Lehigh University, U.S.A., on rein- 
forced brick columns. Of 33 columns tested, 
five were without reinforcement, five had 
longitudinal steel only, nine had horizontal 
reinforcement only, and 13 had both longi- 
tudinal and horizontal reinforcement. Three 
types of brick were used—solid stiff-mud, 
solid de-aerated, and perforated de-aerated. 
The columns were built in five different’ kinds 
of mortar. The results obtained indicate that 
the best results as regards column strength 
were obtained with a cement mortar contain- 
ing 15 per cent. clay. When the columns were 
tested in compression, three distinct types of 
failure were observed. Columns without re- 
inforcement collapsed completely; three with 
longitudinal but no horizontal reinforcement 
failed by vertical splitting; and those with 
both longitudinal and horizonta! steel by local 
cracking without collapse. It appears that 
although horizontal reinforcement determines 
the type of failure, it has little direct effect 
upon the strength of the column. Horizontal 
ties in every fourth joint provide sufficient 
reinforcement to allow the development of 
the yield point strength of the longitudinal 
reinforcement before failure. Workmanship 
was found to have a marked effect upon 
strength (Abstract No. 1970). 


Cast Concrete Products. 


In the Ruhr mining district of Germany, ex- 
tensive use is made of a process for curing 
cast concrete products, which avoids any 
manipulation of the greer concrete. The 
articles are moulded upon the floors of suit- 
able water tanks; after the moulds have been 
removed and the products have attained suffi- 
cient hardness, the tanks are flooded. The 
water is drawn off at the close of the requisite 
curing period (Abstract No. 1896). 


Bonding New Concrete to Old. 


Mr. Bakken, of the Technical College at 
Trondhjem, Norway, has recently carried out 
an investigation of the adhesion of fresh 
(1:3) mortars of Portland, high alumina and 
iron-Portland cements to hardened mortars. 
The specimens were prepared by inserting 
aluminium plates in the waists of briquette 
moulds and filling the moulds with an appro- 
priate mix. These briquettes were broken in 
the testing machine after curing for 24 hours 
in moist air, and the separate halves were 
stored for one week in water and three in 
air. Subsequently one half was replaced in 
the mould, and, after various surface treat- 
ments, the specimen was completed by bond- 
ing on a mix of a different cement. The results 
obtained allowed the following conclusions to 
be drawn. When bonding similar mortars, 
the best results are given by treating the 
surface of the old mortar with hydrochloric 
acid, but when bonding iron-Portland or 
high alumina cement to another the results 


were not as good; on the whole the bond 
strength was increased by the treatment. 
Bond strength seems to be independent of 
the roughness or smoothness of the old sur- 
face. Water storage gives higher bond 
strengths than combined storage, doubtless 
owing to the absence of shrinkage stresses 
(Abstract Nio. 1897). 


Setting Time of Cement. 


It has been suggested that the reduction 
of setting time caused by grinding Portland 
cement for long periods is due to the de- 
hydration during grinding of some of the 
gypsum retarder. Mr. K. Koyanagi has 
investigated this phenomenon, and finds that 
during lengthy periods of grinding flakes of 
compressed cement powder are formed from 
the flour. As a considerable quantity of 
gypsum may become enclosed in these flakes 
and thus be prevented from dissolving readily 
in the mixing water, this may be the reason 
for the accelerated setting of the cement 


(Abstract No. 1908). 


Steel Column Research. 


A special committee of the American 
Society of Civil Engineers has been engaged 
during the last seven or eight years in an 
extensive research on steel columns.  Pro- 
gress reports were issued in 1926 and 1931 
and the final report has now been published. 
This comprises a description of the materials 
used, the design of the columns tested, and 
an analysis of the results obtained in strength 
tests of 71 columns and a large number of 
lacing bars, including flats, angles and chan- 
nels. In addition, 18 short T-section columns 
were tested for the purpose of determining 
the strength of outstanding flanges. Among 
the more important results emerging from 
the test data, it is found that columns tested 
with hinged ends and eccentric loads give 
results, both as regards deflection and stress 
distribution, which closely agree with theo- 
retical analysis within the limits of elasticity 
of the material, The actual ultimate strength 
of such columns agrees fairly well with the 
theoretical strength calculated on the yield 
point of the steel and on the assumption 
that elastic conditions obtain up to the point 
of failure. With long columns this agree- 
ment is close, but for short columns the 
actual strength is probably higher than the 
theoretical. The compression member of a 
truss acts in general as a column eccentric- 
ally loaded and more or less restrained at 
the ends: its strength is more affected by 
the amount of eccentricity and restraint than 
by variations in the form of the column sec- 
tion or its details. A rational column formula 
can kest be constructed on the basis of the 
theoretical formula for eccentricallv loaded 
columns, using values for eccentricity and 
the free length of the column derived from 
truss analysis. 

In the design of large structures, the calcu- 
lation of secondary stresses enables the value 
for the eccentricity to be closely estimated. 
The batten plate column should be used only 
when the eccentricity perpendicular to the 
webs is known to be slight. The strength of 
lacing bars depends largely upon the end con- 
nections. Outstanding flanges, in which the 
unsupported width does not exceed 15 times 
the thickness, show a strength under centrally 
applied loads equal to the yield point of the 
material (Abstract No. 1959). 


Vibrations in Buildings. 


The effects of traffic vibrations upon build- 
ings have been discussed in two interesting 
papers that have appeared recently in the 
German technical Press. The damage done 
is thought to be due in the main to local 
settlements of structural members, subsidence 
caused by consolidation of the foundation soil 
(which is more rapid under dynamic than 
under static loads alone) and to actual dis- 
integration, such as the crushing of old or 
poor mortar in masonry joints. The forma-

tion of vertical cracks in curtain walls, etc., 
and at the intersection of front and side walls 
is characteristic of damage caused by traffic 
vibrations, Both papers refer to a measure 
which has been adopted in several cases in 
Germany for the protection of buildings from 
traffic vibrations. This consists in providing 
a trench between the front of the building 
and the street. The trench may be left open 
or filled with some loose material, such as 
broken peat, and is usually provided with a 
wall on the street side. Measurements 
carried out in a steel frame building have 
shown that the vibrations on the cellar floor 
were considerably less than in front of or 
upon the anti-vibration wall (Abstract Nos. 
1,964, 1,965). 


Safety Curtains. 

Study has been carried out by the U.S. 
Bureau of Standards of the fire-resistant pro- 
perties of theatre proscenium curtains. After 
examination of many installations in three 
cities, fire tests were made on sections of 
six different types of curtains of about one- 
sixth the area of those usually installed in 
theatres. Two of these were steel curtains 
with asbestos board insulation on the stage 
side, and four were made of asbestos cloths. 
One curtain made of a single ply of heavy 
wire-reinforced asbestos cloth, and another 
made of two plies of plain asbestos cloth of 
the best commercial quality and usual weight, 
were both found to be deficient as barriers 
against smoke and fire. Curtains made of 
two plies of cloth with steel frames to hold 
the plies apart provided protection against a 
severe fire for a period of about 15 minutes. 
Both types of steel curtains gave protection 
for a half-hour or more, and indicated reli- 
ability for the protection of persons and pro- 
perty. Most auditoria are so designed that 
an audience filling it can make their exit 
within five minutes, but proscenium curtains 
should give protection for a longer period, 
so as to provide the required margin of safety. 
Flexible asbestos cloth curtains without steel 
frame, whem subjected to pressure from the 
stage side, were found to bind against the 
proscenium wall, and so might fail to close 
under fire conditions. Tests of the asbestos 
cloths, from which the curtains were made, 
showed that all suffered serious loss of 
strength after subjection to flame or high 
temperature (Abstract No. 1,978),

HEATING AND VENTILATION

The booklet, though covering the 
field within its limits, does not pretend to be 
a detailed study of the subject, but it is a 
clearly written and sufficiently illustrated 
publication to be of real use to the student 
or young man taking vp heating and ven- 
tilating engineering, for while, as the author 
states, most of the problems arising demand 
wide practical experience, first principles 
are all important; hence the value of this 
booklet.
